My name is Deb Coon and | reside at 53 McQuesten Street. In May of this year my husbond
and | (John Coon) experienced issues with parking on our street and in front of our house.
After e-mails and conversations with Mayor Guinta and the Manchester Police Department
we were advised to write a letter to our Alderman (George Smith) regarding the parking
condition on our street and specifically in front of our house. | have enclosed a copy of this
letter for your review. My husband and | requested that No Parking signs be placed in front of
our house to alleviate the parking conditions and at times hazards that were being caused.
At the time of the letter (July) the issues with the parking regarding the Johnsons had seemed
to resolve themselves however a new parking issue arose when the tenants of 63B McQuesten
Street started renting rooms in their 4 bedroom duplex. Presently there are five adults (alf
with cars) living at 63B McQuesten Street (this house is located next door to us).

Alderman Smith came to our house, saw the situation and agreed with us that something
should and could be done. He submitted our request to the Traffic Department and the
Board of Mayor and Alderman who granted our request to have the no parking signs placed
in front of our house, Needless to say John and | were very pleased and relived.

i is now December and it has been brought to our attention that our neighbors, on the other
side of the street, wish to have either the whole street marked with no parking signs or to have
all of the signs taken down. John and | disagree with their request and respectfully request
that you keep in place the approved signage that is currently in place. While John and | have
no objection to the entire street being designated as no parking we believe that is not possible
within a residential neighborhood in the City of Manchester. Also, it was brought to our
attention that due to the width of the street there should be no parking on both sides of the
street at the same time (as it was prior to our signs being placed) as is poses a risk to the Fire
Department in the event that a fire truck should need to come down the street.

My name is Deb Coon and my husband’s name is John. We live at 53 McQuesten Street and
have been given your name by Captain Richard Tracy of the Manchester Police Department
in hopes that you may be able to help us with some parking issues that we are having on our
street concerning our neighbor who lives at 60 McQuesten Street.

First | would like to start by telling vou that my husband and | have lived on McQuesten Street
for seven (7) years now, Five (5) of these years were as tenants at 76 McQuesten Street and
two (2) as owners of our home at 53 McQuesten Street. We were pleasantly surprised to find o
“small town" feeling in a City such as Manchester in our neighborhood. When we first moved
here our daughter was in second grade and now this fall she will be attending West High as a
freshman. We choose to purchase our home in this neighborhood because we liked the
neighborhood, the schools and the neighborhood is a quiet one on a dead end (we were able
to purchase the last house on the left of the dead end). Al the houses are weil groomed and
ail have driveways.

My husband and | have always enjoyed living in our home up until about six {6) months ago
when our neighbor at 60 McQuesten Street (directly across the street from us) bought his
second work vehicle. The Johnson's have in their driveway a boat {(which has not moved in
over 3+ years) a car and two work
vehicles (Mr. Johnson is self employed),
which consist of a 4x4 truck and a panel
vart, There 5 room enough in their
driveway to accommodate ail of their
vehicles as | have seen them all parked
there at times. Unfortunately what has
been happening is that Mr. Johnson has
decided that the dead end of the road
© (in front of our house) has become an
extension of his driveway and suitable for
parking his vehicles for (at one point)
weeks at a time without being moved.
We now have cars parked out in front of
our house constantly. Mostly it is one of e e
their vehicles but as demonstrated in the  panel van parked to the left — 60 McQuesten Street
photo on the next page sometimes we  traight ghead with boat and car in driveway only.
have three (3) of their vehicles parked in

front of our house.

My husband contacted the City
Zoning department to see if there
was something that could be done.
They had advised him that there
was nothing they could do. Then my
husband contacted Mayor Guinta
who stated that he understood our
concern and that he had forwarded
our information to the Manchester
Police Department. | have enclosed
a copy of the e~-mail correspondence
for your review. For a while it
appeared as though the Johnson's
had been contacted as they
“temporarily” stopped parking their
vehicles in front of our house.

My husband was then contacted .
(via phone) by Captain Richard

Tracy of the Manchester Police Department. Captain Tracy wanted to let us know that he
was aware of our situation and that the Police department had been driving through the
neighborhood and when they could they would ticket the cars that were parked in front of
our house. My husband explained to Captain Tracy that the Johnsor's were in fact limiting
their parking now to mostly on the weekend. They would vehicle on Friday and it would stay
there until Monday moming. | have enclosed for you copies of e-mails that my husband and
Captain Tracy have had after their phone conversation. The last one being that we should

contact you.

We love our home and have taken great pride in its appearance inside and out. This issue

may seem trivial to some but to us
the cars parked outside our home on
a constant basis truly is o nuisance, At
this point we believe that the
Johnson's have been contacted by the
police (and maybe even other city
officials) and yet they continue to
park (sometimes even alternating
their cars) in front of our house. We
feel that we are now being harassed,
as they are well aware that we do
not like what they are doing and yet
they continue to do it. My husband
and | fail to see why, if they want o
park in the street, they do not park in
front of their own home. It has gotten
to the point where my hushand and |
are actually thinking about selling our
home and moving.

I have looked everywhere to find out what rights | have as a taxpayer / home owner to
resolve zoning issue. | almost gave up trying to find an answer when | thought your office
might be able to help me find the answers I'm looking for.

My neighbor a private contractor has two business vehicles that are being parked in front
of my house during the week and long stretches over the weekend if not the entire
weekend while he has space in his own driveway available to park his vehicles which is
across the street. His driveway has capacity for two vehicle deep parking (4 vehicles)
but parks one of the work vehicles in front of my house ( for his convince) without ever
parking in the street on his side of the street. During the past winter of 2005-2006 his
employee parked in front of my house for most of the winter between the hours of
6:00am-6pm five days a week.

| have no issue with him parking in the street as long as he parks his work trucks only on
his side of the street. However | should not be subject to his work vehicles and employee
vehicle being parked in front of my house per Manchester zoning, as | understand it.

My neighbor is the type of guy that rules don’t apply to him they only apply only to the

m pretty sure that he will maintain that he does not park his work vehicles in front of my
house or that they are private vehicles but this is not the case. He owns a white panel
van that he transports work material to the job site and in most cases is picked up and
driven away by his employee. He also owns a truck that has 2 10-12 foot red ladders
aftached to a ladder rack at all times. By anybodies definition these would be called work

I'm writing to call your and the members of the Public Safety and Traffic Committee’s attention
to a dangerous situation at the intersection of Valley and Massabesic Streets, and Tarrytown
Road. Eastbound traffic from Valley Street is allowed to proceed on a red arrow, even when
southbound traffic on Tarrytown Road has a green arrow to turn left onto Massabesic Street,
geoing towards Mammoth Road. This, of course, creates frequent convergences often resulting in
near collisions between motorists from Tarrytown Road, who clearly have the right of way, and
motorists entering Massabesic Street from Valley Street who believe that ali they need do is
come to a full (or, more often, partial) stop before proceeding without expectation of, or regard
for, incoming traffic from Tarrytown Road.

Another issue concerns the blind driveways at 667 and 683 Massabesic Street which a Blind
Driveway sign attempts to address. Traffic continues to join Massabesic Street from Valley
moving well in excess of the speed limit, creating a truly dangerous situation.

I believe the solution to both of these concerns is simple. Motorists on Valley Street need to be
required to make a full stop and not be allowed to make a right turn on red when motorists from
Tarrytown Road are entering Massabesic Street on a green light. Also, this will allow residents
exiting the blind driveways to do so while traffic from Tarrytown Road is entering Massabesic
Street. Tarrytown Road traffic is at least visibie from the driveways, and the driveways are not
blind to the Tarrytown Road motorists, the full stop will prevent motorists from Valley Street
from encroaching on the right of way of Tarrytown motorists.

Therefore, 1 am asking that the following be done:

- Allow traffic from Tarrytown Road to enter Massabesic Street on a single green light. While
Tarrytown motorist have a green light, motorists on Massabesic Street in both directions and
from Valiey need a full stop red light with no turns aiflowed onto Massabesic Street while the
light is red.

Remove the sign that reads ‘No Turn on Red, 7AM to 3PM During School Hours” and replace it
with a sign that reads "No Turn on Red Anytime.”

Palice records will document many collisions at this intersection. I believe that it is only a matter
of time before a severe and possibly fatal accident occurs. If the City ieaves in place
contradictory instructions to motorists, citizen installed signs, and leaves driveways used by
eight households and guests unprotected, the City exposes itself to Iegal action by contributing

to this unsafe situation.

At its meeting on December 12, 2006 the Committee on Public Safety & Traffic
requested that the Sclicitor’s Office and the Police Department review Ms. Riley’s
request for a residential parking permit and report back to the committee.

On November 8, 2006 Ms. Riley wrote to the Ordinance Violations Bureau requesting an
exception to residential parking permit requirements as the art atelier she was attending
was not a state accredited school. Ms. Riley holds a State of Massachusetts driver’s
license. '

Ordinance § 70.55 (E) sets forth the requirements for the issuance of a residential parking
permit. § 70.55 (EY2)a) provides:

Notwithstanding those portions of division (1) or (2) to the contrary a
full time student whose driver’s license does not show an address
within a Residential Parking Permit Zone may meet the driver’s
license requirement of division (2) by presenting his or her driver’s
license together with a letter from the registrar of a state accredited
post secondary school located within the c¢ity. (emphasis added).

As Ms. Riley is not attending a state accredited school issuing her a residential parking
permit, based on the documents that she can provide, would violate the terms of the
ordinance. We would not recommend that an exception to the requirements of the

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ordinance be made for Ms. Riley as it would probably lead to many additional requests
for exceptions to this and other provisions of the ordinance.
